It took two hours of steady 
work to relieve her. When she was taken 
out she addressed a doctor who was bend- 
ing over her as Papa.“ The physician 
did not have the heart to tell her that 
she was an orphan, her father and moth- 
ing having been killed. Mr. Martin was 
killed instantly and Mre. Martin died 10 
minutes after being taken out of the 
wreck. * 

“A dozen or more Topeka physicians 
arrived at the scene on the relief train 
from Topeka as soon as a brakeman could 
run to Willard and notify headquarters. 
The physicians went to work relieving the 
injured and made no attempt for the time 
being to remove the crushed and disfigured 
bodies from the débris. 

“After daylight the work of removing 
the bodies began. The engine of the wreck- 
ing train coupled on the two cars, sleeper 
and chair car, which were uninjured, and 
started back to Topeka with the victims. 
At Topeka all the injured were hurried 
to hospitals. 

Dome of the bodies found in the wreck- 
age were so badly crushed as to be un- 
recognizable. Through a hole chopped in 
one side of the car the body of a gray- 
haired, heavy-set man and a woman with 
long, yellow hair, were visible. Fires 
were bullt along the track at short inter- 
vals and by the light of these the rescuers, 
in their eagerness to remove the victims, 
chopped away openings in the wrecked 
coach until exhausted, then handed their 
axes over to others. 

The entire sides of the cars had been 
chopped away when the work was com- 
pleted. Occasionally. the rescuers would 
desist on an alarm being raised by watch- 
ers, who declared that the chopping away 
of the coach was letting the smoker down 
on the victims. So terrific was the force 
of the collision that the smoker left the 
trucks in its backward rush, leaving trucks 
still on the track. Not a wheel in the en- 
wee n train seemed to be off the

Oars Crushed . 


Into Splinters. 

“The freight train fared differently. The 
four cars immediately behind the engine 
were crushed into kindling. Dead and dy- 
ing Cattle littered the right-of-way, while 
many which had escaped from the dare 
uninjured ran about adding to the confu- 
sion. 

“On the passenger train, in the sleeper, 
was a young physician who walked with 
a crutch as the result of some spinal trou- 
ble. He was thrown down | slightly 
injured, but was the.first 1 emerge 
from the sleeper and immediately began 
aiding the injured. He had a portion of the 
chair car and the berths in the sleeper 
cleared, and to them the victims were car- 
ried. The physician was without instru- 
ments or medicine and the only thing he 
could do was to bind up wounds with 
bandages which he did by tearing up sleep- 
er sheets and pillow cases, and giving the 
patients whisky to deaden the pain. 

The young doctor found a fireman who 
was injured in the leg. An artery was 
broken, and he took it up with a penknife 
and tied it with a thread, probably pre- 
venting the fireman from bleeding to death. 
He performed innumerable acts of a like 
nature before the arrival of the Topeka 
physicians.’’ 


Fail to Place 

Responsibility. ! 

None of the trainmen seemed to know 
who was to blame for the wreck. The El 
Paso train left Topeka about 30 minutes 
late and the injured conductor, as he lay 
in a sleeper berth, said that he had the 
right-of-way and that the cattle train had 
no excuse for being on the main line. 

„He said that it should have waited for 
the passenger train at Maple Hill, six 
miles west of Willard. The El Paso train 
did not stop at Willard and was making 
up lost time. At the point where the 
wreck occurred there is a curve in the 
track and the engineers on the two trains 
barely had time to set the air brakes and 
jump before the crash came. The freight 
was an unusually heavy train. 

“Those on the passenger train had little 
warning. The loud hiss of the airbrakes 
was followed almost instantly by the blow 
and crushing sound of telescoping cars.

Modern Building to Occupy Ground 
in North St. Louis Where Fre- 
mont Built Garrison. 


ONCE SCENE OF FATAL RIOT 


— al 


Spot Selected Because It Was Highest 
and Commanded River and Sur- 
rounding Country. 


The elevation at North Eleventh street 
and Bremen avenue, known throughout 
North St. Louis as the site of Fort No. 10, 
erected in 1861, by orders of Gen. John C. 
Fremont, when it was thought that St. 
Louis would become one of the battlefields 
of the then impending war, is being leveled 
as a site for the new Clay School biulding. 

Armed with muzzle loading cannon. it 
was garrisoned with about 300 men. Dur- 
ing the war the garrison remained there. 
but no more active service was demanded 
of it than the suppressing of a riot at 
Hyde Park July 4, 1863, and the firing of 
the cannon to stop some boat going up or 
down the rive? in suspected violation of the 
blockade regulations. 

The site was selected because the high- 


ing excellent command of the river and 
adjoining territory. 

At that time what is now known as 
North Hleventh street was known as 
Bellefountaine road and was one of the 
fashionable thoroughfares of North St. 
Louis. Many fine residence were there and 
much wealth was represented among the 
persons who for personal reasons hoped 
the fort would be the scene of war. 

After the war, when there was no longer 
any question dut that the fort was use- 
less property for the War Department, Jo- 
seph W. Branch purchased the block, 
bounded now by North Eleventh street, 
Bremen avenue, F‘arrar and North Four- 
teenth streets,, and erected a residence. 
The elevation was made into splendidly 
terraced lawn, trees were planted and a 
brick residence, planned on the colonial 
style, erected. It then became one of the 
show places of North St. Loulg and was 
régarded as a most desirable residence 
property. 

When Mr. Branch was compelled to sell, 
it. passed into the hands of C. Bluemeyer 
and Henry C. Pollman. Mr. Bluemeyer 
occupied it as a residence until his death, 
October, 1902. 

A year ago it was sold to the school 
board as the site for the building to re- 
place the old Clay school, which is to be 
abandoned as soon as the new building can 
be completed. 

The residence was dismantled several 
days ago and the graders are now at work 
converting what was once a war forti- 
fication into a level playground for chil- 
dren. 

Henry C. Pollman of 3808 North Elev- 
entr street, who has lived in sight of the 
hill during his life of 55 years, tells of 
the only bloodshed the garrison of the 
fort ever saw on a direct sally from its 
shelter. ce 

That was the Hyde Park riot. The mana- 
gers of the Fourth of July celebration 
had promised a balloon ascension. When it 
was discovered that it was not to be given 
the crowd became angry and led by 
some soldiers from the fort, began wreck- 
ing the buildings in the park. The crowd 
became so violent that a troop of cav- 
alry was called from the fort and they 
charged the rioting soldiers and civilians, 
killing several.

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PROGRESS TOWARD FIRE PROTECTION. 

The preliminary steps towards securing adequate fire and 
panic protection in the theaters are gratifying. 

In a conference between the theatrical managers and the fire 
insurance agents it was agreed that provision would be made 
for firemen to be attached to theaters, fire drill by theater em- 
ployes, proper asbestos curtains, water pipes on the stage, red 
lights over each exit, sufficient fire alarms and steel ventila- 
tors. This is a good start outside of the work which must be 
‘done by the municipal authorities, who must frame and pass 
an effective law. Pending the framing and adoption of a good 
law, Mayor Wells insists upon the prompt equipping of all 
theaters with satisfactory safety appliances under penalty of 

The framing of the law is mow an important matter. It

lamps for a block around look dim a 
yellow. Many of them believe they are 
looking at priceless radium which is — 
ing scientists wonder. 

The light is not priceless, however, ter 
it costs less than an ordinary incaades- 
cent light and will do the work of a 
dozen. Its glow is intense and white 
like that of radium but it is no mystery 
to the men of science. 

It is called by various names, among 
which: are the following: “radium light,“ 
“electric river light“ and “condensed sun- 


light. * 

It is in fact vapor of mercury carrying 
an electrical current of the same power as 
that which the wires in an incandescent 
light bulb..carry 

A slender — tube 4 feet long takes 
the place of the incandescent bulb. Wires 
carry a current to either end of the tube, 
which contains an ounce of mercury. When 
the current is turned on this mercury boils 
and gives off a vapor which fills the tube 
and carries the current from the wire in 
one end of the tube to the wire in the oth- 
er. The tube immediately becomes a bar of 
white light.
